Philosophers, historians, economists, linguists, 
ethnographers, and others have studied the cardinal questions dealing with the 
fundamental stages of the evolution of proletarian internationalism and with 
the further drawing together of the Ukrainian people with the Russian and other 
fraternal peoples of the Soviet land... 

One of the most important goals in studying a given problem is to contra- 
dict in a scholarly manner the numerous attempts of foreign "theoreticians"

The malicious falsifier of Ukrainian history Y. Boris arrogantly con- 
cludes that most likely... the new theory of so-called federalism is only a 
mask for centralized policy in the image of the one and united as regards 
Ukraine. Anti-Soviet and anti-scientific fabrications of such foreign 
falsifiers as V. Allen, J. Lawience, C, Manning, V. Kolarz, R. Pipes, R.
